Several killed by carelessness 


Improper use of small capacity, 
portable electrical equipment and 
ignorance or disregard of protec- 
tive measures are responsible for: 
several fatalities in Alberta dur- 
ing recent weeks, reports the De- 
partment of Industries. and Labor. 

Two of the electrocutions were 
traced to makeshift connections 
used in the operation of a small 
saw and drill. Because no three- 
slot receptacles were at hand, the 
operator in each case improvised 
his own connections.’ The three- 
wire cap supplied on the extension 
cord was replaced with a common 
two-way cap. When equipment 
became “short - circuited” . there 
was no ground wire as intended. 


4| Expediency of using two-wire con- 


nections cost both operators their 
lives, 
Another fatality and near- 
fatality resulted from careless op- 
eration of model planes. The con- 
trol wire held by operators pro- |! 
vidded a_ perfect transmission | 
link when the models struck high | 
voltage power lines.. Extreme | 
caution should be exercised by | 
model plane enthusiasts to stay | 
well clear of power lines. 


Safety regulations under The 
Electrical Protection Act require. 
that’ all receptacles installed 


where there is more than normal 
risk of injury through shock shall 
be of the polarized grounding 
type: This type provides three 
points of contact for 115 volt 
equipment. If installation is prop- 
erly made, the third contact in 
the receptacle is ‘connected . to 
ground through a low resistance 
medium, The same_ requirement 
applies to portable. electrical 
equipment for commercial or in- 
dustrial use. 

Small capacity devices designed 
for domestic use only at present 
do not come under the foregoing 
regulation, Proposed revision to 
the regulations governing interior 


wiring will require that all recep- |. 


tacles be of'a type to provide 
automatic © grounding. of equip- 
ment frames on connection. Fol- 
lowing this revision, ‘all portable 
electrical equipment and appli- 
ances offered for sale in Alberta 
will require three-wire cords and 
attachment caps. 

To insure maximum safety, 
electrical equipment ~should be 


used with following points always|" 


1. Make sure that 
type of receptacle is provided for 


connection of equipment, Do not| i” 


change the connection. cap pro- 
vided so that an ordinary two- 
wire receptacle may be used. This 
will do away with the grounding 
wire, your protection. 

2. If it is necessary: to install 
the receptacle for supply of the 
equipment, make sure that it is 
properly installed with the ground- 
ing terminal grounded in the cor- 
rect manner. Installations’ should 
be made by or under the direction 
of a qualified person. Error in 
connection may create the condi- 
tion it is sought to avoid. 


8. If equipment is provided with 
a two-wire cord and cap only, 
have a three-wire cord and cap 
installed when equipment is to be 
used where the operator may be 
in- “with ground. or 
grounded surfaces.

DOES WORK LEAD US? 
There are not many idle women 
in Canada today and there prob- 
ably never will be, no matter what 


new iabor saving devices the 
future holds, 
Quick - mix baking products, 


fresh frozen and canned foods and 
the miracles of automation may 
eventually reduce home chores to 
pushing buttons or opening pack- 
ages, but the chances of idleness 
don’t look promising. It hasn’t 
worked that way so far.: 

When we are told that there are 
more women “working” today 
than ever before, we should re- 
member that women have always 
worked. It is only their occupa- 
tions that have changed. 

Dr. Charlotte Whitton, former 
mayor of Ottawa, underlined this 
fact recently in a speech to an in- 
ternational women’s meeting She 
pointed out that women have fol- 
lowed work. 

The industrial revolution spark- 
ed the change, she said. “Women’s 
work which had always centred in 
the home, passed out into the fac- 
tory. and the shop. The weaving, 
sewing, preparation of major foods 
and their curing ‘and preserving, 
becamie commercial operations.” 
. “Wamen had to follow their 
work,” she claimed, “because its 
money value’ had to be earned 
someway, somewhere, to keep the 
home going.” Dr. Whitton predic- 
ted the continuance of this pat- 
tern as “man’s inventiveness and 
zest for money-making takes more 
and more activity out of the 
hands of the housewife.” 

As women gradually followed 
their work out into the com- 
munity, they found they had to 
learn new skills, acquire new edu- 
cation to equip them for the new 
occupations, The current - growth 
of automation is going to open 
more and “more occupations to 
women, she said. 

Today the number of married 
women who leave their homes to 
go out and earn money, is grow- 
ing tremendously. The  depart- 
ment of labor tells us that two 
in five of the working women in 


‘Canada are married. Many. of 


these are the young women who 
continue their jobs after marriage 
in order to provide more quickly 
for the home and older women 
who return to work after their 
children have grown. There are 
also many who work to supple- 
ment ‘heir husbands incomes 
Smaller and more easily man- 
aged homes and labor-saving de- 
vices are said to have freed house- 
wives ‘for other jobs. In orde: to 
own the devices that do the tedi- 
ous labor, of course, more money 
must be earned to pay for them. 
And so_ it goes. . 
The future possibilities of ma- 
chines doing all the work while 
we take things easy them doesn’t 
fit this pattern. Maybe there is 
a lot of truth in that tiresome old 


saw—‘‘Women's* work is never 
done.”
